The  President’s  Scholarship  Club  reports  that  its  member- 
ship has  reached  201  and  that  its  annual  dues  have  pro- 
vided financial  aid  to  26  students  during  the  1972-73 
school  year.  Members  of  the  club  dined  on  campus  re- 
cently and  received  a report  on  the  club’s  financial  assist- 
ance program. 

Edward  Thornhill,  president  of  the  organization,  explain- 
ed the  goal  of  the  club  to  assist  students  in  need  of  finan- 
cial aid,  adding  that  fifty  percent  of  the  student  body  at 
Avila  needs  some  kind  of  financial  assistance.  The  Presi- 
dent’s Scholarship  Club  was  formed  in  December  of  1971 
with  Ed  Thornhill  as  president.  Bud  Massman  as  vice- 
president  and  Virginia  Irvine  as  secretary-treasurer.  Mem- 
bers of  the  club  pay  annual  dues  of  $50  which  are  used 
in  their  entirety  for  student  financial  aid.  The  club  has 
grown  from  122  members  its  first  year  to  a current  mem- 
bership of  201.  In  1971-72  a total  of  $7,050  was  raised 
through  dues  to  provide  assistance  to  17  students.  In 
1972-73  $10,050  was  raised  to  assist  26  students.  A goal 
of  350  members  to  provide  assistance  to  44  students  has 
been  set  for  1973-74. 

A highlight  of  the  dinner  was  an  expression  of  apprecia- 
tion by  Joan  Michel,  sophomore  nursing  student,  and 
Debbie  White,  sophomore  special  education  major,  rep- 
resenting Avila  students  who  receive  financial  aid  through 
the  President’s  Scholarship  Club.  Each  girl  gave  thanks  to 
the  President’s  Scholarship  Club  members  who  made  it 
possible  for  them  to  attend  Avila.  Debbie  expressed  the 
feelings  of  both  girls  when  she  spoke  of  the  opportunity 
the  members  had  given  her  to  attend  Avila  and  “to  re- 
ceive a quality  education  in  my  field,  and  to  grow  and 
develop  in  a unique  learning  situation  with  unique  people.” 

New  members  of  the  organization  received  membership 
placques  from  Ron  Bennett,  director  of  development. 
Entertainment  for  the  evening  featured  vocal  selections 
by  Gaylin  Thomas,  assistant  professor  of  music,  and 
Dianne  Anderson,  senior  theatre  major.  Accompanying 
them  on  the  piano  was  Sr.  de  La  Salle,  chairman  of  the 
music  department.

Avila  College  has  a basketball  team.  Not  a girls’  team  or 
an  intramural  team,  but  an  independent  league,  male 
basketball  team  complete  with  cheerleaders  and  cheering 
section. 

The  basketball  team  grew  out  of  a desire  on  the  part  of 
both  students  and  administration  to  provide  more  extra- 
curricular activities  for  Avila  students,  particularly  its 
male  students.  Lynn  Cupkie,  dean  of  students,  and  Bob 
Rehder,  coordinator  of  student  life  activities,  worked  with 
a group  of  students  to  organize  the  team.  Avila  provided 
the  money  needed  to  buy  basketballs,  uniforms  for  the 
players  and  cheerleaders,  and  to  rent  the  Loretto  gym. 
The  students  worked  to  line  up  opponents  for  the  season. 

Coaching  the  team  is  Larry  Smith,  senior  history  major, 
who  has  experience  both  as  a player  and  a coach.  Mem- 
bers of  Avila’s  team  are  Ed  Lewis,  Chris  Liberty,  Dave 
McGuire,  Mike  Swanson,  Dave  Vermillion,  Mike  Web- 
ster and  John  Woolridge,  all  from  the  Kansas  City  area. 
Cheerleaders  are  Laura  Richter,  Ruth  Seiler,  Faith  Hein- 
erickson  and  Jo-Beth  Berges. 

The  team’s  schedule  began  with  a game  against  White- 
man  Air  Force  Base  early  in  November.  Sr.  Olive  Louise 
threw  out  the  ball  at  the  first  home  game  against  Mis- 
souri Institute  of  Technology  played  at  the  Loretto  gym 
on  Nov.  14.  The  schedule  includes  a game  against  the 
junior  squad  of  Rockhurst  College  on  Jan.  30.  Plans  are 
underway  for  an  “Alumni  Appreciation  Night”  at  that 
game.

SISTERS  OF  ST.  JOSEPH  BEGAN 
WORK  IN  K.C.  IN  1866

The  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  began  work  in  Kansas  City  in 
1866  when  five  nuns  traveled  from  St.  Louis  to  this  post- 
Civil  War  boom  town,  which  was  bustling  with  traders 
who,  like  the  nuns,  followed  the  Pacific  railway  westward. 
Reverend  Bernard  Donnelly,  a pioneer  priest,  started  the 
first  Catholic  elementary  school  near  11th  and  Washing- 
ton. It  was  at  his  invitation  that  the  sisters  came  to  staff 
this  school  located  on  Quality  Hill  overlooking  the  junc- 
tion of  the  Kansas  and  Missouri  rivers. 

In  1867  the  school  was  incorporated  into  St.  Teresa  Acad- 
emy. The  children  of  many  pioneer  leaders  were  educated 
there.  Industry  soon  took  over  the  downtown  river  area 
and  the  people  were  forced  to  move  southward.  The  sist- 
ers also  sought  a new  location  for  St.  Teresa  Academy 
and  in  1910  they  moved  to  a pasture  land  at  56th  and 
Main. 

Other  Needs 

In  1874  the  sisters  opened  St.  Joseph  Hospital  at  7th  and 
Pennsylvania.  The  first  private  hospital  to  be  established 
in  the  city,  it  later  relocated  at  Linwood  and  Prospect 
where  the  sisters  inaugurated  a school  of  nursing. 

The  homeless  and  orphaned  were  loved,  cared  for  and 
educated  at  St.  Joseph’s  Orphan  Home  now  the  site  of 
the  BMA  building.  The  sisters  in  time  opened  many  ele- 
mentary and  secondary  schools  as  the  city  expanded. 

The  College  of  St.  Teresa,  a junior  college,  was  opened 
on  the  5600  Main  campus  in  1916  and  became  a four 
year  liberal  arts  college  in  1940,  winning  full  accredita- 
tion from  the  North  Central  Association"  in  1946.  During 
those  same  years  the  St.  Joseph  Hospital  School  of  Nurs- 
ing closed,  and  the  sisters  seeing  the  education  of  nurses 
as  still  a vital  need  in  Kansas  City,  opened  a department 
of  nursing  at  the  College  of  St.  Teresa. 


AVILA  OFFERS  CLASSES  IN  MUSIC 
AND  WOMEN'S  STUDY 

Like  to  be  doing  something  contemporary  this  winter? 
Avila  is  offering  an  evening  music  appreciation  class  for 
members  of  the  Kansas  City  community  starting  in  late 
January.  The  class  will  feature  the  understanding  and  ap- 
preciation of  symphonic  music  through  class  lectures, 
recordings  and  live  philharmonic  concerts.  The  class 
meets  Thursday  evenings  at  7:30. 

Or  maybe  a mini-course  in  the  women’s  study  program  is 
what  you’re  looking  for.  The  “Socialization  and  the  Role 
of  Women”  program  features  six  interdisciplinary  mini- 
courses through  the  year  open  to  both  men  and  women. 
The  classes  being  offered  second  semester  include  “Fe- 
males in  a Male  Church,”  Jan.  29-Feb.  26;  “Women  in 
French  Literature,”  March  5-April  9;  and  “Philosophical 
Perspectives  of  Women,”  April  16-May  14.  Avila’s  wom- 
en’s study  program  is  the  only  one  in  the  Kansas  City 
area  presented  from  a disciplined  viewpoint. 

Each  class  meets  once  a week  for  two  hours  for  four  or 
five  weeks.  Students  have  a choice  of  taking  an  examina- 
tion over  material  covered  in  the  course,  writing  a paper 
on  some  aspect  of  the  subject  or  giving  an  oral  review  of 
additional  reading  in  order  to  receive  credit  for  the 
course.  Students  may  take  as  many  of  the  courses  as  de- 
sired. Registration  may  be  made  any  time  up  to  the  first 
class.  Further  information  regarding  the  music  apprecia- 
tion class  and  the  women’s  study  program  may  be  attain- 
ed by  calling  942-3204.

WINTER  INTERIM  GIVES  STUDENTS  MONTH  FOR  SPECIAL  INTERESTS 


These  pictures  of  past  Interims  typify  the  opportunities  students  have  to  engage  in  a practicum,  pursue  a special  interest  or  travel. 


The  fourth  Winter  Interim  will  take  place  in  January.  In- 
terim is  a month  between  semesters  set  aside  for  students 
to  pursue  a specialized  area  of  interest,  engage  in  a prac- 
ticum or  travel.  Interim  allows  for  more  individual  free- 
dom and  student  responsibility  in  the  pursuit  of  learning. 
It  gives  students  an  opportunity  to  gain  knowledge  in  an 
area  which  their  major  course  load  would  not  provide. 

Students  who  attended  Avila  full-time  first  semester  may 
take  part  in  Interim  for  a $10  registration  fee.  Partici- 
pation in  Interim  is  optional  and  only  one  project  may  be 
pursued.  Offerings  are  made  by  every  department  and 
are  individualized  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  the  part- 
icipants. For  example,  several  art  students  are  enrolled  in 
the  “individualized  mathematics  for  the  liberal  arts  stu- 
dent” program.  In  the  course  their  needs  of  understand- 


ing the  relationship  between  math  and  art  will  be  met 
through  a study  of  set  theory,  geometry  and  perspective. 

As  a part  of  Interim,  the  art  department  is  conducting  an 
art  tour  of  Paris,  Florence  and  Rome  from  Dec.  27  to  Jan. 
18.  Those  taking  the  tour  as  part  of  their  course  work 
will  receive  credit  upon  completion  of  the  requirements 
established  by  the  department. 

Some  of  the  unique  courses  being  offered  in  Interim  in- 
clude independent  chemical  research  for  the  science  and 
non-science  students;  a coffee  house  class  studying  a 
selected  group  of  American  poets;  a death  and  dying 
seminar;  field  experience  in  the  religious  studies  depart- 
ment investigating  contemporary  attitudes  on  a series  of 
topics;  and  rural  nursing  in  Mexico,  Missouri.

“Activity”  seems  to  best  describe  Avila’s  art  department. 
One  finds  students  at  work  at  pottery,  wheel  “throwing” 
and  hand  building,  or  arranging  lighting  for  a photo- 
graphy class.  Others  are  quietly  sculpting  or  drawing,  and 
students’  paintings  are  in  evidence  throughout  the  studio. 
Day  and  evening  classes  continue  this  acitivity. 

Art  students  receive  a strong  background  in  drawing, 
painting,  ceramics,  sculpture  and  design.  Under  the  guid- 
ance of  Sr.  Margaret  Reinhart,  art  coordinator;  Sr.  Colette 
Marie  Doering,  assistant  professor  of  art;  and  Jim  Craig, 
art  instructor,  freshmen  students  begin  their  first  semest- 
er with  sculpture  and  ceramics,  a challenge  not  usually 
offered  at  the  start  in  other  art  programs.  An  influx  of 
students  from  two-year  colleges  with  an  AA  degree  has 
been  met  with  personal  counseling  and  planning  by  the 
art  department  staff  to  assist  these  students  towards  their 
AB  degree.  In  addition  to  the  program  offered  for  art 
studio  majors,  the  college  offers  a minor  in  teaching  of 
art  for  the  elementary  and  secondary  school.  Evening  clas- 
ses include  art  for  the  elementary  school  taught  by 
Dorothy  Adams  and  ceramics,  Martin  Scherer;  textiles 
and  jewelry  classes  are  projected  for  next  summer. 

Commercial  Art 

A new  offering  of  the  department  for  second  semester  is 
a commercial  art,  visual  communication  course.  The  pro- 
gram was  prepared  by  Sr.  Colette  Marie  who  interviewed 
a number  of  area  businessmen  in  the  advertising  field 
last  summer  and  found  them  receptive  to  the  idea  of  a 
commercial  art  program  which  would  also  offer  a service 
to  the  community.  Students  will  work  on  real,  not  hypo- 
thetical, problems  in  commercial  art  and  present  their 
work  not  only  to  the  college  but  to  businesses  involved 
which  may  choose  to  use  the  students’  work.  In  some 
cases,  apprenticeship  may  be  possible  for  students.  Com- 
mercial art  students  will  cover  a five-point  program  of 
commercial  art  and  requirements  in  speech,  marketing, 
advertising  and  writing. 

“Hole  in  the  Wall” 

Student  renovation  of  the  art  department  continues  with 
a new  area  being  set  aside  for  the  “Hole  in  the  Wall  Gal- 
lery” in  the  lower  level  of  Ridgway  Hall.  Students  built 
the  original  “Hole”  last  year  as  an  exhibit  area  and  con- 
tributed a sizeable  portion  of  the  funds  needed  to  com- 


plete the  gallery.  Now,  as  a darkroom  for  the  photo- 
graphy classes  is  being  set  up  where  the  original  “Hole” 
was,  a new  gallery  area  is  being  prepared.  The  new 
“Hole  in  the  Wall  Gallery”  will  be  done  in  white  to  pro- 
vide a background  which  will  allow  art  objects  to  be 
shown  for  themselves.  The  gallery  will  also  have  4'  by  8' 
movable  panels  in  the  inner  portion  which  will  allow  for 
a variety  of  spatial  arrangements.  The  gallery  will  be 
used  for  students’  and  visitors’  exhibits  beginning  in 
January.

politan  growth  and  move  southward.  In  April,  1961,  a 48- 
acre  site  was  purchased  with  funds  from  the  estate  of 
Margaret  O’Reilly,  an  alumna. 

At  119th  and  Wornall  a new  identity  was  to  be  built,  and 
so  the  college  was  given  a new  name,  Avila,  still  honor- 
ing St.  Teresa  of  Avila,  a great  woman  scholar  of  the 
Catholic  Church.  Groundbreaking  for  the  new  Avila  took 
place  in  November,  1962.  Now,  eleven  years  later,  under 
the  leadership  of  Sister  Olive  Louise  Dallavis,  it  relates 
its  own  history. 

An  excerpt  from  the  Kansas  City  Star,  April  15,  1964, 
states:  “The  site  of  the  new  Avila  is  in  an  area  of  rapidly 
developing  neighborhoods.  As  a church-sponsored  institu- 
tion, Avila  is  important  to  the  area  and  the  education  of 
its  young  people.  Such  schools  form  one  vital  dimension 
in  the  city’s  pattern  of  higher  education.” 

Editor’s  note:  This  is  the  second  in  a series  of  articles  re- 
lating the  history  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of  Caron- 
delet  and  their  role  of  sponsorship. 


NATURAL  SCIENCE  WORKSHOP  HELD 
FOR  STUDENTS  AND  COUNSELORS 

A workshop  for  area  high  school  and  two-year  college 
students  and  their  counselors  was  presented  recently  by 
Avila’s  natural  science  department. 

Participants  attended  two  half-hour  sessions  on  mathe- 
matics, medical  technology,  biology  and  chemistry  featur- 
ing films,  microscopic  demonstrations  and  chemical  reac- 
tions.

Miss  Barbara  Nickle  ’65,  personnel  manager  at  American 
Telephone  and  Telegraph,  who  spoke  on  computer  pro- 
gramming; Miss  Elaine  Strope  ’72,  graduate  student  at 
the  University  of  Kansas;  and  Miss  Patricia  McAndrew 
’73,  cancer  researcher  at  Midwest  Research  Institute.
